Lithuania anticipates Soviet retaliation 


VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — Dozens of newly arrived Soviet military vehicles 
lumbered through Lithuania’s capital Sunday, but defiant republic leaders 
resisted the increased pressure to renounce their declaration of independence. 

The Lithuanian parliament’s Presidium met to consider its next moves, and 
Deputy Prime Minister Kazimieras Motieka told reporters the government 
“remains ready to negotiate and discuss any questions with the Soviet Union 
except that of independence.” 

The last Western correspondents were ousted from the Baltic republic 
Sunday night on orders of the Soviet government, leading some Lithuanians to 
express fears of an impending crackdown by the Soviet military. 

Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev urged the rebellious republic in an 
appeal Saturday night to renounce its March 11 declaration of independence 
and enter into talks with the Kremlin on the basis of the Soviet Constitution. 
He warned that a refusal may result in “grave consequences for all of us.” 

The Lithuanian parliament was scheduled to meet Monday morning to forge 
a response. 

Lithuanian President Vytautas Landsbergis rejected Gorbachev’s appeal, 
saying the Soviet leader was demanding “impossible things.” 

“It cannot be now demanded that we annul everything that we bore in our 
hearts,” he said in remarks carried Sunday by the official Soviet news agency 
Tass. 


Gorbachev issues threatening ultimatum 


VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — The mood in the Lithuanian capital was grim 
Sunday as the Soviet army moved in dozens of additional armored personnel 
carriers just hours after a threatening statement from Soviet President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev. 

The combination of the warning, the reinforcements, Friday’s seizure of a 
Lithuanian government building by Soviet troops and the Soviet Union’s drive 
to remove foreign correspondents from the republic by Sunday night had 
many people worried that martial law would be imposed within days. 

“T fear they are going to start shooting,” said one middle-aged Lithuanian 
woman. 

Saturday night, Gorbachev urged Lithuanian leaders to reverse their re- 
public’s declaration of independence, saying they must recognize their respon- 
sibility for the Lithuanian people’s “security and well-being, for the state of 
democracy in the whole country, and stability in the world.” 

He warned that if they refuse, “the developments may have grave conse-

railways bus driver shot on Greyhound route 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. — The driver ofa Southeastern Trailways bus taking 
a Greyhound route through Tennessee was shot and critically wounded from a 
passing pickup truck, and doctors said Sunday his mangled arm may have to be 
amputated. 

“It’s an open and shut case of terrorism,” said Fred G. Currey, chairman and 
chief executive officer of strike-plagued Greyhound Lines Inc. “We will not 
negotiate with people who are involved in terrorism.” 

Representatives of striking Greyhound drivers said they were not responsi- 
ble, but Currey said he would not reopen talks until a week goes by without a 
shooting. 

About 6,300 Greyhound drivers nationwide went on strike March 2, and the 
company has reported 29 shooting attacks on its buses, 70 bomb threats and 
more than 100 other incidents. A picket also was killed March 8 in Redding, 
Calif., when he was crushed as a bus driven by a replacement driver was 
backing up. There were no charges filed in that incident. 

A $100,000 reward that Greyhound offered last week for information on 
strike-related violence will be offered in this case, Gravley said. 


_ E. Germans ‘restless’ over reunification 


EAST BERLIN — East Germans are becoming restless with worry that 
they will be plunged into poverty when their nation is unified with West 
Germany, the country’s outgoing Communist premier said in an interview 
published Sunday. 

Hans Modrow, who stands to lose his job in the coming weeks when a new 
government takes office, said West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl is back- 
ing away from promises to East German voters that their money would be 
worth the same as West German marks. 

Modrow said Kohl was able to influence the outcome of the East German 
elections by promising prosperity to East German voters if they elected 
candidates who favor the chancellor’s plan for quick,ynification. 

“Inevitably a situation has therefore developed which contradicts all that’| 
Chancellor Kohl repeatedly said during the election campaign,” Modrow was 
quoted as saying by the West German Bild newspaper. 


No April Fool’s joke — Musburger fired 


DENVER — Brent Musburger, the primary voice of CBS Sports during 
the 1980s, was fired by the network Sunday in a move that shocked officials at 
CBS and other networks. 

Because the move was announced on April Fool’s Day and one day before 
the NCAA basketball championship — which Musburger is scheduled to 
broadcast — many television officials at first dismissed it as a joke. 

Neal H. Pilson, CBS Sports president, said negotiations for a new contract 
had been going on for several months between the network and Todd Mus- 
burger, who represents his brother. 

“It is not ajoke,” Pilson said. “It’s a difficult decision. It’s never easy to deal 
with individuals with whom you have personal or business relationships.” 

Musburger, whose 5 !/2-year contract expires in July, will broadcast Monday

Personal integrity is vital 
to personal spirituality, 
Elder Wirthlin says

Integrity is essential to the life ofa 
true member of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, said E]- 
der Joseph B. Wirthlin, a member of 
the Quorum of the Twelve, in the Sat- 
urday afternoon session of confer- 
ence. 

“T have felt impressed to speak to- 
day about the need for integrity — old 
fashioned, personal, practical in- 
tegrity. To me, integrity means al- 
ways doing what is right and good, 
regardless of the immediate conse- 
quences,” he said. “It means being 
righteous from the very depths of our 
souls, not only our actions but, more 
importantly, in our thoughts and in 
our hearts.” 

Giving an example of Job from the 
Holy Bible, Elder Wirthlin said, 
“Though he had lost almost every- 
thing he valued his family, his 
friends, his health, his wealth — he 
refused to give up his integrity. In 
sharp contrast, many today trade 


away their integrity for a very small 
price tag.” 

Shoplifting a candy bar, clothing or 
jewelry is a meager gain for trading 
priceless integrity, he said. Other ac- 
tions which compromise one’s in- 
tegrity are falsifying a tak return, 
avoiding prompt payment of bills, be- 
ing unfaithful to a spouse, failing to 
disclose all facts about an investment, 
or being unfair with customers. 

“Integrity is so precious that it is 
beyond price. It is invaluable,” he 
said. 

Rather, persons can show integrity 
by paying tithing, obeying the com- 
mandments, caring for and serving 
others, being unselfish, and listening 
and obeying the promptings of the 
Holy Ghost. “The Lord expects us to 
live lives of integrity and to be obedi- 
ent to his commandments,” he said. 

Citing other people with integrity, 
Elder Wirthlin spoke of Joseph from 
the Holy Bible, George Washington 
from American history, and Joseph 
Smith from Church history.

“Hands must be clean and hearts 
must be pure and thoughts concerned 
with the solemnities of eternity when 
in these sacred premises.” Sacred 
matters deserve sacred consideration 
and unless there is true worthiness, 
there will be no blessing gained. he 
said. 

President Thomas S. Monson said 
through serving friends we can be our 
brother’s keeper. “We can bolster hu- 
man spirits, clothe cold bodies, feed 
hungry people, comfort grieving 
hearts and lift to new heights precious 
souls.

President Thomas S. Monson, sec- 
ond counselor in the First Presidency 
of The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints, opened the Saturday 
morning session of conference with a 
message on behalf of President Ezra 
Taft Benson. 

“President Benson has suggested 
that I commence this conference with 


- abrief message given in his behalf and 


that I convey to listeners near and far 
his greeting, his love and his bless- 
ing,” President Monson said. 

He gave examples of service and 
advice President Benson has given to 
groups within the Church, including 
President Benson’s relief mission to 
Europe following World War II and 
his advice to youth; “ ‘Arise and shine 
forth and be a light unto the world, a 
standard to others.”

Members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints were cau- 
tioned against being too boastful of 
accomplishments and were also chal- 
lenged to be more compassionate in 
the Sunday Morning Session of the 
Church’s 160th Annual General Con- 
ference. 

“We should wisely let others be- 
come aware of accomplishments by 
observations rather than to have us 
appear to flaunt them before the 
world,” said Elder Marvin J. Ashton 
of the Quorum of the Twelve Apos- 
tles. 

Elder Ashton defined boasting as 
glorifying oneself, talking in a vain or 
bragging manner or specifically em- 
phasizing one’s own deeds. It is to 
speak with pride and to take pride in, 
to brag about or to be proud to pos- 
Sess. 

It is damaging to the Church and to, 
ourselves to boast about increasing 
numbers and growth, he said. “How 
much more effective it is in our day ... 
to let the world see our good works 
rather than hear us dwell on our own 
accomplishments or point out impres- | 
sive achievements.” 

President Gordon B. Hinckley, 
first counselor in the First Presi- 
dency, told Church members, “How 
precious a quality is mercy. It cannot 
be legislated. It must come from the 
heart. It must be stirred up from 
within.” 

Acts of mercy are often quiet and 
unassuming, and they receive few 
headlines, said President Hinckley. It 
is the antithesis of vengeance and 
hatred, of greed and offensive ego- 
tism, yet how great a thing it is. 

President Hinckley discussed the 
conflict that has raged for years in 
Northern Ireland. 

“Surely those who have been the 
closest to it and most affected by it 
must be weary of it. An outpouring of 


mercy on both sides would overcome 
the corrosive hatred that has existed 
and festered for so long,” he said. 

In the United States there has been 
much talk in recent-months about a 
“kinder, gentler nation,” said Presi- 
dent Hinckley. “If there is to be such, 
it must come of the spontaneous ex- 
pression of millions of kinder, gentler 
human hearts.” 

Other talks were given by Howard 
W. Hunter, president of the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles; Thomas S.

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World peace tied to righteousness

Trials can turn sweet, 
Elder Tenorio says

Elder Horacio A. Tenorio a mem- 
ber of the Second Quorum of the Sev- 
enty, taught members of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of. Latter-day Saints 
Sunday afternoon that Heavenly Fa- 
ther cares for all people and watches 
over their needs by telling them of a 
personal tragedy. 

“A short time ago, our family had 
the opportunity to be taught. It was a 
painful trial, but it became a sweet 
experience,” Elder Tenorio said. 

The tragedy came in the form of the 
death of 15-month-old David, Elder 
Tenorio’s grandchild. . vet 

“T didn’t know how I could comfort 
our children. What could I say when 
I, myself, felt such deep pain?” Elder 
Tenorio questioned. 

“So I prayed a great deal and a 
loving Father came to my aid,” he 
said. 

“We met our children who were in 
deep mourning. They were suffering 
so intensely that their pain did not 
allow them to see the purposes and 
the teachings. They are faithful mem- 
bers of the Church, but as young peo- 
ple they never expected anything so 
devastating. 

“My wife and I shared the answers 
that we had, and they, upon under- 
standing and accepting them, began 
to receive further answers, additional 
teachings which brought peace to 
their hearts,” Elder Tenorio said. 

Elder Tenorio then rhetorically 
asked the LDS members how such a 
wonderful change was possible. 

Answering his own question, Elder 
Tenorio told members, “that God 
lives and, as our Father, He loves us. 
He doesn’t want us to suffer any 
harm. If David went away, it was be- 
cause as a special spirit he had no need 
to remain longer in this life.” 

Elder Tenorio concluded his talk by 
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telling members that a few days after 
the funeral his daughter learned that 
she was pregnant again. 

“But the most important teachings, 
aside from the scriptures, we receive 
through our own lives and experi- 
ences,” Elder Tenorio explained. 


not assure peace. 

“When a nation is governed accord- 
ing to the voice of its people, its ac- 
tions will mirror the righteousness of 
its people or wickedness of its peo- 
ple.” 

Elder Oaks then stressed to the 
LDS members their need for personal 
righteousness as he quoted Elder 
John A. Widtsoe from a 1943 confer- 
ence talk: “The only way to build a 
peaceful community is to build men 
and women who are lovers and mak- 
ers of peace. Each individual, by that 
doctrine of Christ and His Church, 
holds in his own hands the peace of the 
world. 
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“That makes me responsible for the 
peace of the world, and makes you 
individually responsible for the peace 
of the world.” 

Just as Elder Oaks promoted the 
fact that world peace can be found in 
personal righteousness, Elder 
Richard G. Seott, also a member of 
the Council of Twelve Apostles, told 
members that personal peace and 
happiness can only be found when 
they repent and become righteous. 

Both LDS Apostles said that only 
by following the principles taught by 
Christ will the members of the LDS 
Church and people throughout the 
world find happiness. 
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
